Gentlemen—I desire to submit the 


following report -covering in a gen- 
eral way a brief review of the past 
four 
years 
administration. 
In 


doing so I hope to be able to point 
out some salient features that may 
serve as a guide in the administra- 
tion of the'city's affairs during the 
next two years. It is not my pur- 
pose to go into details at this time 
as time and space will not permit, 
but in due time I shall submit a de- 
tailed report covering all the finan- 
cial transactions of the city. At this 
time I desire to summarize briefly 
the facts concerning the improve- 
ment work that has been done. 


In the first place, allow "me to 
state that during the past four years 
8 1-4 miles of street paving, nine 
miles of sewering, and 7 1-4 miles 
of sidewalks have been laid. 
The 


total at the present time is approx- 
imately 25 miles of paving, 31 1-2 
miles of -sewers, and 49 miles of 
sidewalks. 


More than 100 streets or parts of 
streets have come in for their share 
of these improvements, and 
the 


total cost has aggregated consider- 
ably more tban 
dollars. 
a half a million 


Naturally .all this has necessitated 


the sale of bonds to pay for the 
cost of the same. In this connection 
there has been 48 bond issues. total- 
Ing 763 bonds in all, and amounting 
to $701.216.11. 
During the same 


period, bonds have matured to the 
amount of $256.989.06. 
From this 


will be seen that the bonded in- 
debtedness of the city has increased; 
the net increase of which is $444,- 
227.05, or 55 per cent 
Of this 


amount. $203,917.00 is for special

the week advanced their trenches in 
this area.

"Minor

throughout the week by both the 
British and Germans. Numerous pa- 
trol encounters were also reported. 


"Intense artillery bombardments 


in the Lens and Cambrai sectors 
would indicate that 'the enemy has 
selected this terrain tor a concen- 
trated assault. 


"The French front remains rela- 


tively quite. 
Severe cold prevailed. 


Spirited artillery duels were report- 
ed in Cahmpagne and in the region 
of the rislit bank of the Meuse. 
Hostile infantry activity was noted 
in the region east of St. Mihiel and 
near St. Quentin, but the efforts to 
set in motion an attack against the 
French lines were in each case read- 
ily dispersed. 


"After fighting on the defensive 


for 10 weeks the Italians firmly sup- 
ported by the French-British forces, 
have been able to reorganize their 
dispositions in the field. Thereupon 
the French, seizing a favorable op- 
portunity passed to the offensive in 
the 
neighborhood of 
the 
Monte 


Tomba. 
The outcome of their un- 


dertaking was singularly fortunate. 
This 
vitally" important 
strategic 


point, which, had it retained in the 
hands of the enemy, would have af- 
forded him great advantage, was re- 
taken by the French as the climax 
of a dashing assault against very 
strong and difficult positions. 


"Nearly 1400 Austrian prisoners 


were captured. 


"The success of the French turned 


the scale. The Italians, encouraged 
by this victory, at once set about 
driving the enemy across the Piave.
